Tom¬ 
my Lovell's kick for the extra point 
was good, and U.T. led 7 to 0 with 
only 2 minutes gone in the first 
quarter. 

U.T. once again kicked; Sewanee 
was unable to move the ball. They 
punted to the U.T., where it was 
taken by Bobby Harrison. The 
high point, or I should say one 
of the high points, of the game, 
was when he ran the ball 80 yards 
for a T.D., only to be called back 
by a clipping penalty. The Vols 
took the ball on their own 40 once 
again; and on the first play from 
scrimmage, Clint Edmiston got 
loose for a 60 yard TD.
